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Mutiple Sclerosis Mystery Stymies Science; 
Afflicks 500,000 In U.S. 


Multiple Sclerosis, ovm#e- 
times called MS, is truly a 
mystery. No one knows what 
causes it, or what cures it. 
No one knows why it strikes 
some people and not others, 
or why it affects each of its 
victims differently. MS and 
related diseases affect about 
500,000 persons in the United 
States; it is this country’s most 
serious crippling neurological 
disease. 

MS is a disease of the ner- 
yous system. The protective 
sheath around the nerve fibres 
inside the brain and spinal cord 
breaks down in places,allowing 
interferences with the commu- 
nications among nerve cells and 
muscle cells. For those who 
have MS, the outcome can be 
anything from minor ailments to 
serious disabilities. 

The damage to the protective 
sheath, which is made of a sub- 
stance called myelin, is unfor- 
tunately done by the body’s own 
immune system--the white bl- 
ood cells and the antibodies that 


Although the 1971 Federal 
Election Campaign Act was not 
as comprehehsive as | felt it 
should be, its disclosure feat- 
ures are credited, in part, for 
helping bring to light wrong do- 
ing during the 1972 Presidential 
Election. 

Now, as a result of these 
disclosures, the President has 
made suggestions to improve 
the 1971 law. He recommends 
creation ofa Non-partisan Com- 
mission on Federal Election Re- 
aurm to examing the entire 
pattern of campaign practices 
and to come up with suggested 
reforms. 

I must say that I am not 
excited over the prospect of an- 
other study Commission be- 
cause a study group is one way 
to drag out a problem until 
the public simply tires of it. 
Too often no solution results 
from these studies. Congress 
certainly has enough facts at 
its fingertips to be able to 
legislate well without the help 
of a commission. 

I have long favored cutting 
the cost of political campaigns 
because soaring campaign costs 
are making it almost impossible 
for many well qualified citizens 
of modest means to be able 
to offer themselves as candi- 
dates. 

The criterion in choosing our 
public officials should not be who 
can raise and spend the most 
money, but who is best qual- 
ified to serve. 

I also favor measures to 
shorten the length of political 
campaigns and to provide for 
full disclosure of all receipts 
and disbursements.

There is no doubt that Amer- 
ica is facing anacute fuel short- 
age. But, more important, the 
questions of what and why didn’t 
we know in time to avert the

On the surface it appears 
that America has run out of oil 
and is now scrambling franti- 
cally to buy oil from countr- 
ies overseas who are openly 
hostile to the United States, 
thus risking a balance of trade 
crisis in getting these imports 
that could border a monetary 
disaster. The problem goes 
deeper than that.

Stronger Election Laws Needed 


posal to amend the constitution 
in order to create a single 
six year term for the Pres- 
ident and to lengthen the terms 
of Congressmen to four years 
instead of two, with half of the 
members of the house of Rep- 
resentatives being elected every 
two years. 

I don’t favor a single - six 
year term for the President. 
This might be too short for a 
good President but to long for 
a bad one. This is really 
not a new idea, for it is in- 
teresting to note that the 1861 
Constitution of the Confederate 


States of America provided for 
a six year term for President. 
I also believe that the pre- 
sent system of electing the en- 
tire Congress every two years 
has stood the test of time. Hav- 
ing the President and Congress 
responsive to the wishes of the 
people should be the main con- 
sideration, and not the conven- 
ience of the officials. Forthose 
reasons, among others, I favor 
letting the people pass on the 
record of Congress every two 
years and on the record of the 
President every four years with 

a two term limitation.

And. iust five years agoonthe 
North Slope of Alaska was dis- 
covered the world’s biggest lake 
of oil -- 25 miles long and eight 
miles wide and containing a min- 
imum of 9.6 billion barrels of 
oil and an estimated 26 trillion 
cubic feet of natural gas. Un- 
fortunately, no pipelines has 
been built to bring that oil 
and gas to the hungry American 
consumers because of environ- 
mental opposition to the pro- 
ject 
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The major oil companies, of 
course, blame the current cri- 
sis on the environmentalists 
and on decreased government 
incentives for exploration and 
development 

On the other hand, the envi- 
ronmentalists say the oil ty- 
conns are sitting back and let- 
ting the situation get out of hand 
in the hopes of frightening the 
American public into giving the 
fuel industry what it wants. And, 
say the environmentalists, the 
oil tycoons won't loose out be- 
cause of increased prices for 
gasoline. They say that if the 
price of gasoline doubles be- 
cause of increased demand and 
inadequate supplies, the oil co- 
mpanies will make as much 
money as they would have made 
by selling more fuel at lower 
prices. Indeed they may act- 
ually profit from the coming 
energy crisis. 

The independent oil compan- 
ies say the big oil companies 
contrived the fuel crisis to kn- 
ock the smaller chains out of 
business, thus reducing compe- 
tition in the market place. After 
all, the independents claim, we 
are the only reason the prices 
have remained as low as they 
are. If we go, tney Say, gas- 
oline prices will go sky high. 

Who is right -- the environ- 
mentalists, the independents or 
the large oil companies? May- 
be you have another opinion. 
I have a feeling that the truth 
of the matter lies somewhere 
in the middle of these conflict- 
ing ideas. 

Whatever the cause or Causes, 
one thing is certain If the 
situation is not corrected soon 
the innocent is about to get 


a painful lesson in economics: 


the law of restricted supply and 
demand.

Not too long ago, | was driv- 
ing along a stretch of new in- 
terstate highway and noticed 
every few miles signs reading 
“Soft Shoulders” Of course 
this meant to me that the earth 
up next to the highway was 
freshly laid there and had not 
hardened enough to support the 
weight of a vehicle. If the wh- 
eels of an automobile got off 
the highway and on the dirt 
if could cause an accident 

Along the highways of life 
there is what we might call 
a twilight region, a border ter- 
ritory between right and wrong 
It is a strip of earth that lies 
just off the concrete of right 
and close to the ditch of tran- 
sgression, All who get to the 
ditch first cross over the soft 
shoulders of questionable con- 
duct, 

There are soft shoulders a 
long the Church highway. Some 
members start along the Chr- 
istian highway with enthusiasm 
but a little way down the road 
become much leSs earnest. We 
often begin our adventure with 
the church by attending every 
Sunday and then we drop off 
and become irregular This 
same thing happens with ourde- 
votions Bible reading, praying, 
and giving, if we are not care- 
ful. So beware of the soft sh- 
oulders along the Church high- 
way. Don’t let your relation- 
ship with the Church be just a 
formal one. 

There are soft shoulders in 
business! There is such a th- 
ing as out and out dishonesty 
and falsehood and then there 
is the soft touch that leads 
in this direction but doesn’t 
seem to be that wrong to the 
doer. Such persons often go 
on in their business but are 
seen as rather shady, shifty, 
or crooked. 

Some homes have their soft 
shoulders. Distrust may occur 
between children and parents.

Any shortages 
are reported immediately thr- 
ough State ASCS offices to 
Washington. In addition, a reg- 
ular farm fuel situation report 
is prepared for Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz every 
Wednesday. 

Any problems that arise are 
forwarded immediately to the 
Office of Oil and Gas (OOG), 
U. S. Department of the Inter- 
ior, for solution under the Vol- 
untary Allocation Program. 
William E. Simon, Chairman of 
the President's Oil Policy Com- 
mittee and Deputy Secretary of 
the Treasury, has pointed out 
that farmers and the food in- 
dustry have priority in getting 
petroleum products. Toassure 
continuous coordination withthe 
OOG, ASCS has loaned that of- 
fice a professional employee. 

ASCS said some suppliers 
have not been able to meet 
farm customers’ needs fully. 
Officials said this is partly 
because incependent and coo- 
perative fuel producers and 
marketers have not been able 
to obtain enough supplies. 

The current planting period 
is critical to farm production. 
Officials involved do follow- 
ups on shortage reports to 
make certain that corrective 
action is being taken. 

USDA has been working with 
the Department of Treasury and 
the Interior to encourage farm 
fuel conservation practices. 
Farmers can conserve fuel use 
by keeping tractors tuned and 
using minimum tillage prac- 
tices, for example. 

USDA officials also urged 
farmers not to buy more fuel 
than they need in the near fut- 
ure. Officials stressed that 
equitable distribution is neces- 
sary if all farmers are to have 
enough fuel. 

Public hearings will be held 
June 11 - 13 in Washington by 
the Treasury Department to see 
how the voluntary crude oil and 
product allocation program is 
working.

WEEDS AND GRASSES 

With the continued rainfall we 
will probably have a severe br- 
oadleaf weed problem in pea- 
nuts. Fortunately, we have sev- 
eral materials used alone or in 
combinations that give pretty 
good control on several ofthese 
weeds. This was pointed out 
by Dr. Gale Buchanan at the 
Wiregrass Experiment Station 
Thursday. 

Two materials which are id- 
entical, Butoxone and Butyrac, 
have now been cleared for use 
on peanuts. Both of these mat- 
erials are safe to use and are 
fairly effective. They can be 
used several times right over 
the top of the peanuts without 
doing any damage? Other mat- 
erials ‘can also be used, but 
these happened to be two of the 
newest. According to Dr. Bu- 
chanan, both these materials 
have been cleared for use on 
peanuts in Alabama.

Utility Uses Helicopter 
For Line Inspections 

Reaching any point on a 
transmission line system en- 
compassing 35,000 square 
miles in 83 countries in two 
states can be done by heli- 
copter within a 45-minute 
travel time from Grand 
Forks, N. D., according to 
Raymond P. Schafer, trans- 
mission and substation super- 
intendent, Minnkota Power 
Cooperative, Inc. 

“Generally speaking, it 
would require about two and 
one-half times longer to 
travel to points in our system 
by automobile than it does by 
the Bell helicopter,” Schafer 
said. 

In addition to serving the 
needs of Minnkota, the heli- 
copter can be made available 
as a utility vehicle or ambu- 
lance in case of emergencies 
such as fires, floods or torna- 
does, Schafer said. ‘Well

AN ORDINANCE GRANTING A 
FRANCHISE FOR THE OPERA- 
TION OF A WATER SYSTEM 
AND AN ELECTRIC SYSTEM 
TO THE WATER WORKS AND 
ELECTRIC BOARD OF THE 
CITY OF ELBA 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF ELBA (hereinafter refer- 
red to as the City) as foll- 
ows: 

Section 1. That the City here- 
by grants to The Water Works 
and Electric Board of the City 
of Elba (hereinafter referred to 
as the “Board”), its successors 
and assigns, the right, privi- 
lege, authority and franchise to 
acquire, construct, Own, main- 
tain, enlarge, extend, improve 
and operate a water system, 
and an electric system, for the 
purpose of supplying water and 
electric service to the City and 
the surrounding territory and 
the inhabitants thereof and to 
commercial, industrial, insti- 
tutional, residential, and indi- 
vidual users, and to use the 
Streets, avenues, alleys and 
public ways and places in the 
City for such purposes 

Section 2, That the City here- 
by grants to the Boardthe right, 
privilege, authority and fran- 
chise at any time and from 
time to time during the per- 
iod covered by this franchise 
and without any requirement 
as to permit or fee or license 
therefor to construct and ex- 
tend, operate, renew, relay, re- 
pair and maintain its mains, pi- 


pes, conduits, laterals, lines, 
poles, towers, guy wires, cross- 
arms, cables, facilities and oth- 
er parts of said systems in, ov- 
er, under, across or along any 
Street, avenue, alley or public 
way or place in the City and to 
make all excavations necessary

PLANT CONTAINERS 

You can use plknts in con- 
tainers to improve the landsc- 
ape of your home. 

You can use many types of 
annual flowers, foli9ge plants 
and dwarf shrubs and trees 
in planters. The most imp- 
ortant requirement is to select 
plants which will reach the de- 
sired size and form. Garden 
centers and nurseries have 
many plants to fill your partic- 
ular needs. 

Plants on the edge of a porch 
or terrace should be of strong 
masonry construction with good 
drainage, If the planter has a 
sealed bottom, install a drain- 
age tile in the pot to remove 
extra water Cover the tile 
with several inches of crushed 
stone or coarse gravel before 
filling the planter with soil. 

The best containers are made 
of wood or earthenware, with 
adequate drainage. Cypress 
or redwood are good for long- 
life containers. 

Locate plants in a place wh- 
ere you can care for them safe- 
ere you can care for them eas- 
ily. Most species need to be 
watered daily. Also, remove 
weeds to avoid competition and 
an unkempt appearance. 
PAINTING TIP 

Painting baseboards area 
problem especially where car- 
pet is installed. However, there 
is a solution. You canpurchase 
locally a small plastic gadget 
about 12 inches long, to use to 
separate carpet from the base- 
board. It works beautifully and 
i’d recommend your using it 
to protect your carpet when 
painting. 

WINDOW AIR CONDITIONERS 

With hot weather on the way, 
it’s time to service air con- 
ditioners in order to prevent 
problems later. 

You can give your unit a gen- 
eral check-up and possibly save 
yourself a service charge. Al- 
ways turn off and unplug the 
unit before removing the front 
panel to clean or replace the 
filter. 

If your unit doesn’t work when 
you plug it in, I’d suggest check- 
ing the fuse box, if the pro- 
blem isn’t a blown fuse, have 
your unit serviced by a repu- 
table firm. But be sure to 
get a cost estimate before the 
serviceman begins repairs. 

Check to see if the motor is 
in good working order. If the 
fan motor doesn’t start, turnoff 
the unit. 

After shutting off the com- 
pressor or changing the temp- 
erature control setting, wait 
at least two minutes before re 
starting the unit. Quick re- 


starts can blow fuses or trip 
circuit breakers. 

I might add, that the easiest 
way to prevent repairs at the 
beginning of summer is to take 
care of the unit year round. 
It is a good idea to run the unit

of grass. The most critical 
time for pasture management is 
during the summer months. This 
is due to dry weather, weed 
competition and possible insect 
damage. In order to produce 
high quality forage, proper pas- 
ture management practices 
must be applied. 

Proper grazing use is graz- 
ing at a rate and frequency to 
maintain the desired stand of 
grasses and legumes. Coastal 
Bermudagrass should not be 
grazed lower than four inches 
and Bahiagrass should not be 
grazed lower than three inches. 
Common Bermudagrass should 
not be grazed below an average 
two inch height. Regulating sto- 
cking rates to maintain this am- 
ount of top growth will protect 
the soil, insure maximum pro- 
duction and keep a healthy, vig- 
orous stand. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
grass manufactures its food in 
the leaves not in the roots. 
Therefore, grazing or mowing 
temporarily stops or slows the 
food-making process. Roots 
take in water and minerals nec- 
essary for these processes. 
Most grasses havea root system 
about the same size as the plant 
above ground. Whenthegrassis 
grazed heavily, the food making 
is stopped, the root system shr- 
inks, and production becomes 
lower and lower. Then weeds 
invade, and grassland becomes 
weedland. 

Weed competition can be a 
problem in pastures since they 
use moisture and nutrients 
needed. by desired forages. 
Mowing or use of chemical spr- 
ays will adequately control 
weeds and thus allows maximum 
growth for grasses. Insect dam- 
age is a problem at times but 
can be controlled with the use of 
chemical sprays. 

Fertilization is essential to 
produce maximum yields and 
good quality forage. The extra 
growth fertilizers produce will 
decrease the time needed to 
establish an even and thick st- 
and of forage. 

Proper pasture management 
practices, when itlized, will help 
obtain maximum production and 
beautify your farm. The Soil 
Conservation Service has per- 
sonnel available to assist with

Angina Can Be 


A Blessing In 
Disguise 


What to do if the doctor tells 
you you have angina pectoris? 

Don’t fear it -- control it, 
Says the Alabama Heart As- 
sociation. 

Angina, if it is not further 
complicated, is not only a mana- 
feable disease but a natural 
danger signal that the circula- 
tory system is in need of spe- 
cial care. As such, it can be 
a blessing in disguise, giving 
the patient an opportunity to take 
measures to improve his sit- 
uation, 

Angina strikes as a feeling 
of tightness and oppression un- 
der the breastbone, most likely 
to occur during exercise or 
excitement. It is an early 
indication that the coronary ar- 
tery is narrowed because the 
walls are thickened and hard- 
ening. 

Unless this hardening is re- 
tarded, the circulation can be- 
come so sluggish that a blood 
clot and heart attack - follow. 

However, one can live com- 
fortably for decades with angina 
pectoris, even though part of 
an artery may be blocked. The 
body has a marvelous capacity 
to build collateral circulation - 
new blood vessels -- around 
a blocked area. 

The pain of angina tells the 
patient -- who usually isn’t a 
patient at all in terms of in- 
validism -- that his heart mus- 
cle is suffering from momen- 
tery starvation. 

Nitroglycerine pills, taken un- 
der the toungue, effectively con- 
trol the pain; sometimes, infact 
they are taken in advance of 
an occasion known to produce 
stress or excitement. 

Modified living habits, speci- 
fied by the family physician 
and usually including small me- 
als, regular, moderate exer- 
cise, medication, and elimina-: 
tion or limitation of smoking,! 
can make the lot of the angina 
patients considerably easier to

Help Given To 
Disaster Stricken 
By State 


Editor’s Note: This is the 7th 
in a series of articles on the 
Coffee County Department of 
Pensions and Security, the coun- 
ty’s only public welfare agency, 
Located at Elba, the Depart- 
ment is headed by Lucile Mc- 
Minn, 

Mobilizing welfare services 
to aid disaster victims is a 
Significant but little known fun- 
ction of the Coffee County De- 
partment of Pensions and Sec- 
urity, Mrs. Lucile McMinn, Dir- 
ector of the agency, said to- 
day. 

“Emergency services are lit- 
tle known because they fortun- 
ately are not needed every day”, 
Mrs. McMinn explained. 

“This spring, however, floods 
and tornadoes in various parts 
of Alabama made it necessary 
for numerous county depart- 
ments to activate such services 
which benefited the victims in 
a variety of ways. Ouragency,” 
Mrs. McMinn emphasized, “is 
ready to take emergency actio 
at once at any time a natural 
or man-made disaster strikes. 

In such a disaster, pensions 
and security staff respond im- 
mediately to make certain that 
victims have food, shelter and 
services necessary to return 
to normai living. 

“Our primary job in an em- 
ergency to see to it that each 
person affected is united with 
the resourse that he needs,” 
said Mrs. McMinn. “In the 
case of one family whose home 
has been destroyed by fire, im- 
mediate needs may be food, clo- 
thing and shelter as well as 
help in getting information on 
how to secure a loan to re- 
build.” 

If a flood swamps an entife 
community or if a tornadotears 
i row of houses from their 
foundations, the situations be- 
2ome more complex, since large 
lumbers of people may be in- 
volved. As soon as the danger 
1as passed, the Department’s 
workers move to the disaster 
site and join other public and 
private agencies in an effort 
to mobilize total community 
resources. 

A major disaster, such asa 
tornado or hurricane”, the dir- 
ector observed, “leaves confu- 
sion in its wake, as well as 
property damage and physical 
injury. Children may be stun- 
ned ,with no idea of where to 
turn. Food and shelter are im- 
mediate needs.” 

“We try to minimize confu- 
sion,” Mrs. McMinn explained, 
“by reuniting families, making 
certain that no one is hungry 
without shelter, seeing- to it 
that the sick and injured are 
put in contact with medical re- 
sources, finding proper care 
for the elderly or others with’ 
Special needs, and beginning to 
restore order.” Legal resp- 
onsibilities for co - ordinat- 
ing welfare activities of public 
and private agencies in an em- 
ergency rests with State and 
County pensions and security 
departments. This organi- 
zational effort has one goal: 
to make certain that all wel- 
fare resources are utilized in 
meeting the needs of disaster 
victims. Each county depart- 
ment, in fact, is responsible 
for developing a.county - wide 
emergency welfare plan. 

Without the coordinating func- 
tion of the department of Pen- 
sions and Security during an em 
ergency, unnecessary confusion 
could thwart the efforts ofthose 
trying to help, thus prolonging 
the anguish of disaster victims. 
“And without a prearranged plan 

of action”, Mrs. McMinn added, 
“there might be fragmentation 
of services at the time of cri- 
Sis.”

Weed Control Program Draws 


Cooperative Extension Service 
workers from nine southeast 
Alabama counties on a tour thr- 
ough the hundreds of plots being 
used to evaluate herbicide treat- 
ments. In addition to explaining 
research in progress, he and 
Substation superintendent J. G. 
Starling fielded questions about 
specific weed problems. 

Dr. Buchanan reassured the 
farmers about effectiveness of 
herbicides following heavy rains 
of recent dovs. He said mater- 
ials like Treflan and Balan have 
little movement in soil and sh- 
ould retain their effectiveness 
despite the excess moisture. 
Other herbicides are more sus- 
ceptible to leaching, such as 
Cotoran, and they may move 
too deep into the soil to pro- 
vide good control, 

Soil erosion represents ano- 
ther problem, he pointed out, 
since the chemical weed kil- 
lers may be washed from the 
field with soil particles. Where 
small peanuts have been “sanded 
in,” he said, a light soil treat- 
ment can be done without ser- 
ious loss of effect from herbi- 
cides. 

The Auburn researcher told 
the farmers that broadleaf 
weeds represent the major pro- 
blem since there are numerous 
good grass herbicides, so re- 
search effort is directed to- 
wards finding chemicals that 
work against broadleaves. Dr. 
Buchanan said he is encouraged 
because of reports that 2,4-DB 
has received label clearance for 
peanut weed control. 

Being able to use 2,4-DB 
provides a method for excel- 
lent control of such tough pests 
as cocklebur, morning-glory, 
and small sicklepod, he de- 
clared. Larger sicklepod can 
be controlled with two or thr- 
ee applications, which is ex- 
pected to be permitted under 
the label clearance, and good 
Jeontrol of sandspur is also 
‘possible, he added, 

Safety of 2,4-DB has been 
established in Auburn Experi- 
ment Station research, accord- 
ing to Dr. Buchanan. There 
was no injury last year from 
up to three applications at two- 
week intervals with the two- 
tenchs pound per acre rate. Tr- 
eatments were begun when pea-

Policeman’s Blunder 


Officer Harrison halted a speed- 
ing motorist and gave him a tick- 
et. But he failed to notice that the 
man was intoxicated. Scarcely five 
minutes later, the same motorist 
drove his car through a red traffic 
light and knocked down a woman 
pedestrian, 

Could the women hold the city 
legally liable for the accident be- 
cause of the officer’s blunder? 

“The city is supposed to pro- 
vide police protection,” she ar- 
gued in a court hearing, “That’s 
what we pay taxes for. If the offi- 
cer hadn’t let that drunken driver 
get away, I would never have 
gotten hurt,” 


But the court disagreed, saying 
the law simply does not recognize 
this kind of a claim. 

It is true that all members of 
the community are entitled to rea- 


sonable police protection. But 
this is a general, not a specific, 
right. It does not mean that each 
Victim of a crime, if he can point 
to some police error, can collect 
damages from the city govern- 
ment. 

The reasoning is mainly prag- 
matic. Courts fear that if such 
claims were allowed, the financial 
burden on cities would be Stag- 
vering, 

Nevertheless. under certain cir- 
sumstinces, a person may indeed 
have a special right to police pro- 
tection, Consider the problem of 
the person who is un informer or 
a material witness in a forthcom- 
ing trial, If he is in danger, the 
sity is likely to be held responsi- 
ble for his safety. 

“Otherwise.” said one court, “it 
might become difficult: to. con- 
Vinge the citizen to cooperate with 
law enforcement officers,” 

In one unusual case, the family 
ol u suicide victim tried to blame 
the city because the police had 
missed a chance to prevent the 
tragedy. They said officers had 
come out to investigate a family 
quarrel, then left with things still 
unsettled, 

But the city was exonerated, 
The court said even if the officers 
should have stayed longer, they 
still could not fairly have fore- 
seen that the man would take his 
own life.

More Refineries Are 
Necessary to Meet 
Domestic Fuel Needs 

“There is just not sufficient 
refining capacity in the U.S, 
o meet the total needs of the 
Ki ahuiena public for petro- 

‘leum products,” the president 

of the American Petroleum 
Institute said recently to a 
Senate committee. “That is 
one of the basic reasons for 
the gasoline shortage.” 

Frank N. Ikard added that 
a contributing factor was the 
need for refineries to produce 
miximum volumes of home 
heating fuels last winter at 
the expense of gasoline out- 
put. 

He said increased refining 
capacity requires construc- 
tion of new refineries, “yet 
none is currently under con- 
struction in the U. S.” He 
cited four major problems in- 
hibiting the building of new 
refineries: Siting, compli- 
cated by environmental op- 
position; the sources and 
Kinds of crude oil that can be 
Yun in refineries; petroleum 
product specifications; and 
the economics of refinery con- 
struction. 

“If refinery expansion is 
not permitted and encouraged 
in this country,” Mr. Ikard 
declared, “new refineries will 
have to be built abroad, with 
a consequent loss of Ameri- 
can jobs and a further drain 
on the nation’s balance of 
payments.”

This week, a little on the 
pros, and cons of the designa- 
ted hitter rule, which is being 
tried for the first time in the 
American League this season, 
It has been “cussed” or dis- 
cussed by every manager atone 
time or another during the sea- 
son, and has definitely changed 
the manager's strategy in many. 

First, let’s view it from the 
fans’ point. It’s generally agreed 
in most any sport that a good of- 
fensive play is more exciting 
than a defensive one, providing 
the fan is watching the game be- 
tween two teams which are not 
necessarily his favorites. The 
designated hitter adds an of- 
fensive threat to the team at 
bat, and the pinch hitter’s role 
is not one of that much impor- 
tance, By the “old” rule, eight 
out of ten pinch hitters used 
during a game were used for 
the pitcher. The hitter rule 
speeds up the game because 
the managers don’t play base- 
ball “checkers” nearly as much, 
much to fans’ delight. It gets 
boring when a pinch hitter is 
announced, the pitcher is chan- 
ged, then the pinch hitter is 
taken out of the ball game be- 
fore he even steps in the box. 
Though this is a good time to 
catch a ham sandwich, it does- 
n't add to the excitement of the 
game, 

As far as the managers are 
concerned, no official poll has 
been taken as to who favors the 
designated hitter and who doesn-

Domesticated Salmon 
Whets Fickle Tastes 


Domsea Farms, Ine, in Pu- 


get Sound, due west of Seat- 
tle, Wash. is raising pan-sized 
salmon, This whole one-vear- 
old salmon can fit on your 
plate and weighs about a 
pound, It has never been 
raised before and is impos- 
sible to obtain naturally, 

The unique fish farm con- 
sists of floating, but moored 
net pens into which baby 
Coho and Chinook salmon, 
hatched in a nearby fresh 
water farm, are placed be- 
ginning three months from 
incubation. From beginning 
to end, these salmon are fed 
carefully selected dry feed, 
literally free from pollutants 
and heavy metal concentra- 
tions,
